Protocol 05-007 involves the induction of inflammation in the colons of mice to mimic the inflammation seen in 
inflammato^ bowel disorder. A chemical agent used to induced inflammation is introduced into the colon via the rectum 
ot an anesthetized animal. Animals are hung upside down while under anesthesia to insure proper instillation of the 
chernical. Following instillation, animals are place in their home cages and inflammation is allowed to develop over a 

number of days. Throughout the development of inflammation, animals are treated with either controls or test 
compounds.
